“He that believeth on him is not condemned: but he 


that believeth not is condemned already, because he hath 


not believed in the name of the only begotten Son of God.’ 


—John 3:18. 


“For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the world; 
but that the world through him 
might be saved,’ says John 3:17, 
and the following verse tells us, 
“He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God.” 
We must not evade this fact. It 
is true that God loves sinners. 
It is true that Christ came to 
save them all, every one. It is true 
that He Himself took the sinner’s 
place, died the sinner’s death, and 


now is at the right hand of God 
as our Intercessor and the Ad- 
vocate of ail who trust in Him. 
God does not want sinners lost. 
Christ does not want them con- 
demned. And yet this verse says, 
“He that believeth not is con- 


demned already.” 

Already condemned! I remem- 
ber going to the Ft. Worth jail 
to see a man condemned to dle 
in the electric chair. The following 
week he was to be taken to Hunts- 
ville to the Texas state penitentia- 
ry, wait out the fast moving 
days that would bring him to the 
electric chair. They brought him 
out solitary confinement, He 
shaved his face and was

brought to see me, a pallid-cheeked, 
palsied-handed boy, trembling be- 
cause his sins had found him out. 


He was already condemned and 
knew it! 
Alas, on every hand there are 


sinners who are already condemn- 
ed and they know it not. They 
do not listen. They will not be- 
lieve it, but they are lost, doomed, 
already condemned! There is noth- 
ing else they need to do to be 
lost because they are lost already. 
There is nothing they need to do 
to go to Hell. They already have a 
place in Hell reserved for them. 
All Christ-rejectors are lost now 
Whether the Christ-rejector is a 


modernist in the pulpit, or the 
moral man in his lodge, or a 
drunkard. or a harlot, it is the 


same. Christ-rejectors are already 
condemned. 


The Bible Is God’s Judgement 
Against Every Christ- 
Rejector 

First, they are condemned by 
the Bible. Jesus said to the Phari- 
sees, “Do not think that I will 
you to the Father: there 
that accuseth you, even 
Moses, in whom ye trust” (John 
5:45). Every Christ-rejector will 
be judged by the Ten Command- 
ments for he has breken them all, 
every one. He has not loved God 
with all his heart, mind and soul, 
or loved his neighbor really 
himself. If his has not been 
outward, it has been inward. And 
God sees the heart and counts 
the hater a murderer: the lustful, 
an adulterer, the covetous an 
idolator and thief. God knows the 
heart. The law, the Bible, the 
commandments will come to con- 
demn every Christ-rejector. Christ 
alone fulfilled the law. No one 
else ever did. “For Christ is the 
end of the law for righteousness 
to every one that believeth” (Rom. 
10:4). All Christ-rejectors have re- 
jected the only one who kept the 
law and are therefore condemned

By the latest count of votes 
Senator John Kennedy was elected 
President of the United States by 
nearly the smallest majority in 
the history of our country. Out of 


some 67 million popular. votes, 
Kennedy got a majority of ap- 


proximately 112,000 a very small 
fraction of one per cent. A few 
more votes in Texas and Illinois 
would have taken those states for 
Vice-President Nixon, and so with 
others. 

Now, Senator Kennedy is to be 
President of the United States. He 
will be my President, your Presi- 
dent. He will be the President of 
Protestants as well as Catholics, 
the President of Republicans 
well as Democrats. 

“The powers that be are or- 
dained of God,” the Scripture telis 
us in Romans 13:1. I do not be- 
lieve that the best thing happened 
for America; I believe the princi- 
ples that would have been pruvus- 
pered by the election of Nixon 
would be morally and politically 
better for America, if they had 
won. God cannot force His best 
on those who will not have it. 
But I know that “all things work 
together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the

An Outsider Makes Observa- 
tions on Baptist World Alli-

Dr. Car] McIntire, editor of the 
Christian Beacon, attended the 
sessions of the Baptist World Al- 
liance in Brazil June 26 to July 
3, 1960, which included delegations 
from Russia, Hungary, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland and Jugoslavia. 
Jakov Zhidkov headed the Russian 
delegation. Artur Mitzkevitch 
landed at the Rio airport on June 
22 with his Bible under his arm, 
and uttered this propaganda lie: 
“The lie is the great sin and one 
who affirms that in Russia there 
is no liberty of religion is sinning 
against God.” The Beacon of July 
7, 1969, had these general observ- 
ations by the editor: 

1. The Baptist World Alliance 
is essentially a Southern Baptist 
affair. The Southern’ Baptists 
dominate and control the Alliance. 
This is their “ecumenical ship,” 
though they do not use the word 
“ecumenical.” I never heard it 
once. Moreover, the American 
Baptist Convention, the old North- 
ern Baptist Convention, is in the 
National Council of the Churches 
of Christ in the U. S. A. and the

periences. In two short years’ time 
the church had grown from 200 to 
460 members. A_ beautiful brick 
building was built. An oil boom 
came to the surrounding country, 
the streets of the little town were 
paved, and the work of the church 
prospered under the merciful 
hand of their omnipotent God. 

It was of his pastorate in Sham- 
rock concerning which he some- 
what humorously and somewhat 
facetiously wrote in his booklet, 
A Church That God Blesses and 
Why: 


Again ft speak from a personal 
experience. I was pastor of a 
good church which endeavored 
to keep up all the organizations 
and activities required or sug- 


gested by denominational lead- 
ers, 

We had a Woman’s Muission- 
ary Society with five circles. 
Every Sunday I had to announce 
where Circle No. 1, Circle No. 
2, Circle No. 3, Circle No. 4 
Circle No. 5 met, etc., etc. If 


the pastor did not get to attend 
a good portion of the programs 
himself, he was scolded, invited, 
pleaded with. Of course this 
W.M.S. had its “‘week of prayer’”’ 
in which they did not pray, but 
talked; its study courses, its 
socials, These good women were 
always in a stew about country- 
wide meetings, districts meet- 
ings, and state meetings; about 
reports, and most especially 
about credit for all the money 
they gave or raised! Then there 
were B.Y.P.U.’s the BTS 
(Baptist Training Service). We 
were supposed to maintain an 
Adult Union, a Senior B.Y.P.U., 
and Intermediate Union. Junior 
Union, and even a Primary 
Union! Of course, the little fel- 
lows had to learn properly all 
the machinery and red tape 
necessary to be a good loyal 
Baptist! 

3ut wait, I forgot to tell you 
about the subsidiary organiza- 
tions of the W.M.S. It was the 
ambition of these good women. 
egged on by their abitious state- 
wide headquarters, to supervise 
all the young people’s work of 
the church, So, in competition 
with all the B.Y.P.U.’s, the 
women organized a Y.W.A. 
(Young Women’s Auxiliary), a 
G.A. (Girl’s Auxiliary), the 
“Royal Ambassadors” for boys, 
and a “Sunbeam Band” for little 
tots. For some strange reason, 
probably because they never 
thought of it, the good women 
had no organization for old 
bachelors! Being’a loyal Baptist 
preacher, and “for the whole co- 
operative program,” of course. I 
tried, though in vain, to make 
all these organizations, wheels 
within wheels, turn and whir. 

But hold on, dear reader. for 
if you are flabbergasted, there 
is more yet to come. There was 
a Board of Trustees, Finance 
Committee, and a ‘“Men’s Broth- 
erhood” to deal with besides 
all the good women and young 
people! 

To be sure we had a modern 
Sunday School with all the fix- 
ings. Had I not been trained as 
an educational director? We had 
superintendents, department su- 
perintedents, secretaries, and 
organized classes. Each organ- 
ized class had to have three or 
four vice-presidents, as did each 
B. Y. P. U. and Missionary So- 
ciety. Then there were the study 
courses, classes, lectures, seals, 
diplomas, and red tape. I for- 
got to say that I had been mod- 
erator of the Baptist County 
Association (such a “good Bap-

tist’’ would be!), organizer for 
the Baptist Conquest Campaign, 
and representative for the Bap- 
tist Standard! Incidentally, I 
was supposed to rake up stu- 
dents for the Baptist colleges. 

The Sunday School had study 
courses, the W.M.S. had study 
courses, the B.Y.P.U.’s_ had 
study courses! Lunches were 
served, examinations were given, 
“awards” given. 

Then everybody. had to give 
“programs.” Leaders must be 
“recognized” publicly. There 
were “installation” services. 
There were 100 “officers” in a 
church of 300 members! Each 
B.Y.P.U., each organized class, 
must be “A-1’’—fit a standard 
supplied by the Baptist Sunday 
School Board—and to do that 
each one must have a “social,’ 
a party, at least once a quarter, 
preferably once a month.

I wonder now how I ever 
got anybody saved! Actually I 
had no time to study the Bible, 
had not been taught even that 
I needed to study it much. I 
do not wonder that I developed 
few soul winners and no Bible 
students or great pray-ers in 
my church. Time would fail me 
to tell of “budgets,” “drives,’ 
“every-member canvasses,” etc. 
Finally, in desperation, I de- 
cided to enter the ministry and 
left the whole “kit and bilin” 
and went into’ evangelistic 
work!

He was 
deeply moved with a concern 
about how he could keep busy in 
revival work and_ support his 
growing family. Because of this, 
he made a solemn covenant with 
God that if He would look after 
his business, he would look after 
His. As a token to God of his 
faith and earnestness in his part 
of the covenant, he gave up his 
$10,000 government insurance 
policy. On the same basis, he de- 
cided to renounce any form of a 
regular salary and from that day 
on he has never made any re- 
quirement—either as pastor or 
evangelist—as to what remunera- 
tion he should receive. Over thirty 
years of personal experience have 
abundantly, proven God’s gracious 
faithfulness in fulfilling His part 
of the agreement. 


Commenting on this

When he first began preaching 
the Gospel, he foolishly supposed 
it would be no different than the 
public speaking to which he was 
accustomed and in which he ad- 
mittedly excelled.

He had 
visited the pastor of 
Baptist Church and other leaders 
in the town, but could not get 
their cooperation. As a -result. 
there was no one to look after the 
new converts and organizing @ 
new church seemed to be the only 
sensible solution. They built a 
temporary baptistry right there at 
the tent and baptized the con- 
verts. Then they bought a piece 
of ground and built a large per- 
manent tabernacle. At the close 
of the ten-week campaign the 
membership numbered 500, so a 
pastor was called to the field full- 
time with a starting salary of 


$200 a month—wno little sum in

than 300 members, purchased a 
lot, built a big tabernacle 80x130 
feet and then called a pastor. The 
church is still in existence and do- 
ing a good work. Dr. Rice recently 
returned for a revival meeting, 
twenty-four years after its organi- 
zation. 

He then held other blessed, 
fruitful campaigns in Wichita 
Falls Bowie and Bridgeport. New 
churches were organized after 
each meeting but he discovered 
the principal trouble with such 
campaigns was that they did not 
reach the other churches, and 
while they could get many peaple 
saved, teach many people the Bible 
and organize a good new church, 
there was a real problem in get- 
ting adequate pastors. Not many 
men in those days wanted to be 
known as “independents” and lose 
their fancied influence and 
prestige with denominational lead- 
ers. Eventually he went to Dallas 
for a big independent campaign 
and stayed for seven and a half 
years as pastor of the work which 
erew out of that meeting. That

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Inspiration of the 


Bible 
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translations and revisions, when 
freed from all errors and mis- 
takes of translators, copyists and 
printers, is the very Word of God, 
and consequently, wholly without 
error.” 

We mean by inspiration that the 
words composing the Bible are 
God-breathed, If they are not, then 
the Bible is not inspired at all, 
since it is composed only and sole- 
ly of words. 

“All scripture is given by inspir- 
ation of God” (II Tim. 3:16). The 
word rendered Scripture in this 
passage is Graphe. It means writ- 
ing, anything written. The writing 
is composed of words. What else 
is this but verbal inspiration; and 
they wrest the “Scriptures unto 
their own destruction,” who teach 
otherwise. 

Professor A. A, Hodge says: 

“The line can never rationally 
be drawn between the thoughts 
and words of Scripture .... That 
we have an inspired Bible, and 
a verbally inspired one, we have 
the witness of God Himself.” 

Professor Gaussen says: 

“The theory of a Divine Revela- 
tion, in which you would have the 
inspiration of thoughts without 
the inspiration of the language, is 
so inevitably irrational that it can- 
not be sincere, and proves false 
even to those who propose it.” 

Canon Westcott says: 

“The slightest consideration will 
show that words are as essential 
to intellectual processes as they 
are to mutual intercourse ... 
Thoughts are wedded to words as 
necessarily as soul to body. With- 
out it the mysteries unveiled be- 
fore the eyes of the seer would 
be confused shadows; with it, they 
are made clear lessons for human 
life.” 

Dean Burgon, 
learning, says: 

“You cannot dissect inspiration 
into substance and form. As for 
thoughts being inspired, apart 
from the words which give them 
expression, you might as well talk 
of a tune without notes, or a sum 
without figures. No such theory 
of inspiration is even intelligible. 
It is as illogical as it is worthless, 
and cannot be too sternly put 
down.” 


A Doctrine Always Held 

by the Church 

This doctrine of the inspiration 
of Scripture, in all its elements 
and parts, has always been the 
doctrine of the church. Dr. West- 
cott has proved this by a copious 
catena of quotations from Ante- 
Nicene Fathers in Appendix B to 
his Introduction to the Study of 
the Gospels. He quotes Clemens 
Romanus as saying that the Scrip- 
tures are “the true utterances of 
the Holy Ghost.” 

Take a few quotations from the 
Fathers: 

1. JUSTIN, speaking of the words 
of Scripture, says: 

“We must not suppose that the 
language proceeds from the men 
that are inspired, but from the 
Divine Word Himself, who moves 
them. Their work is to announce 
that which the Holy Spirit pro- 
poses to teach, through them, to 
those who wish to learn the true 
religion. The Divine power acts on 
men just as a plectrum on a harp 
or lyre.” ‘““The history Moses wrote 
was by the Divine Inspiration.” 
And so, of all the Bible. 

2. IRENAEUS: 

“The writers spoke as acted on 
by the Spirit. All who foretold the 
Coming of Christ (Moses, David, 
Isaiah, etc.), received their inspir- 
ation from the Son, for how else 
could Scripture ‘testify’ of Him 
alone?” “Matthew might have 
written, “The generation of Jesus 
was on this wise,’ but the Holy 
Spirit, forseeing the corruption of 
the truth, and fortifying us 
against deception, says, through 
Matthew, “The generation of Jesus 
the Messiah was on this wise.’” 
“The writers are beyond all false- 
hood” i. e., they are inerrant. 

3.. CLEMENT OF ALEXANDRIA: 

“The foundations of our faith 
rest on no insecure basis. We have 
received them through God Him- 
self through the Scripture, not one 
jot or tittle of which shall pass 
away till all is accomplished, for 
the mouth of the Lord, the Holy 
Spirit, spoke it. He ceases to be 
a man who spurns the tradition of 


a man of vast 


the church, and turns aside to hu- 
man opinions; for the Scriptures 
are truly holy, since they make 
us holy, God-like. Of these Holy 
Writings or Words, the Bible is 
composed. Paul calls them God- 
breathed (II Tim, 3:15, 16). The 
Sacred Writings consist of these 
holy letters or syllables, since they 
are ‘God-breathed.’”’ Again, “The 
Jews and Christians agree as to 
the inspiration of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, but differ in interpretation. 
By our faith, we believe that every 
Scripture, since it is God-breathed, 
is profitable. If the words of the 
Lord are pure words, refined sil- 
ver, tried seven times, and the 
Holy Spirit has, with all care, dic- 
tated them accurately, it was on 
this account the Saviour said that 
not one jot or tittle of them should 
pass away.” 

4. ORIGEN: 

“It is the doctrine acknowledged 
by all Christians and evidently 
preached in the churches, that the 
Holy Spirit, inspired the Saints, 
Prophets and Apostles, and was 
present in those of old time, as in 
those He inspired at the Coming 
of Christ; for Christ, the Word of 
God, was in Moses when he wrote, 
and in the Prophets, and by His 
Spirit He did speak to them all 
things. The records of the Gos- 
pels are the Oracles of the Lord, 
pure Oracles purified as_ silver 
seven times tried. They are with- 
out error, since they were ac- 
curately written by the co-opera- 
tion of the Holy Spirit.” “It is 
good to adhere to the words of 
Paul and the Apostles, as to God 
and our Lord Jesus Christ. There 
are many writings, but only one 
Book; four ie og but only 
one Gospel. All the Sacred Writ- 
ings breathe the same fullness. 
There is nothing, in the Law, the 
Prophets, the Gospel, the Apostles, 
that did not come from the full- 
ness of God. Whoever has received 
these Scriptures as inspired by the 
Creator of the world must ex- 
pect to find in them all the dif- 
ficulties which meet those who in- 
vestigate the system of the uni- 
verse. But God’s hand is not de- 
stroyed by our ignorance on par- 
ticular points. The divinity of the 
Scriptures remain undisturbed 
by our weakness. It is a point in 
the teaching of the Church that 
the Scriptures were written by the 
Spirit of God, and on this the 
opinion of the whole Church is 
one, All things that are written 
are true. He who is a student of 
God’s Oracles must place himself 
under the teaching of God.” 


So much for this Father of 
“Biblical Criticism,” mighty in the 
church. 


». AUGUSTINE: The view of the 
Holy Scriptures held by Augustine 
was that held by Tertullian, Cyp- 
rian and all Fathers of the North 
African Church, No view of verb- 
al inspiration could be more rig- 
id. 

“The Scriptures are the letters 
of God, the voice of God, the 
writings of God.” “The writers 
record the words of God. Christ 
spoke by Moses, for He was the 
Spirit of the Creator, and all the 
prophecies are the voice of the 
Lord. From the Spirit came the 
gift of tongues. All Scripture is 
profitable since it is inspired of 
God. The Scriptures, whether in 
History, Prophecy, Psalms or Law, 
are of God. They cannot stand in 
part and fall,in part. They are 
from God, who spake them all.” 
“As it was not the Apostles who 
spoke, but the Spirit of the Fa- 
ther in them, so it is the Spirit 
that speaks in all Scriptures.” “It 
avails nothing what I say, what 
he says, but what saith the Lord.” 


Professor B. B. Warfield of 
Princeton Theological Seminary 
said in an article on “The West- 
minster Doctrine of Inspiration’: 

“Doubtless enough has been said 
to show that the confession teach- 
es precisely the doctrine which is 
taught in-the private writings of 
the framers, which was also the 
General Protestant Doctrine of the 
time, and not of that time only 
or of the Protestants only; for 
despite the contrary assertion that 
has recently become tolerably cur- 
rent, essentially this doctrine of 
inspiration (verbal) has been the 
doctrine of the Church of all ages 
and of all names.” 

There is nothing truer in the 
world than that both the Jewish 
church and the Christian church 
believed the doctrine, because of 
their conception of the Holy Scrip- 
tures as the result of the “Crea- 
tive Breath of God,’ even as mat- 


ter itself, the soul of man, and 
the world, were created by the 
same “Breath of the Almighty”’— 
the very conception Paul had 
when he said, “Every scripture is 
God-breathed!” 


The pervasive evidence of verbal 
inspiration stares one in the face 
at the opening of every page of 
the Bible. It is not a “few texts” 
here and there, on which it de- 
pends, but it “stands” rooted in 
the whole body of the Word of 
God. He who knows what the 
Jews understood by the expression, 
“the Oracles of God,” a divinely 
oracular Book, different from ev- 
ery other—a Book of God’s own 
“Testimony’—will know that no 
other conception of its contents 
could prevail than this, that it 
was “divinely wspired,’ having 
“God” as its Author, and truth 
without error as its matter. 


New Testament Quotations 
From Old Testament Prove 
Verbal Inspiration 

The manner in which the Old 
Testament is quoted in the New 
is crowning demonstration of its 
verbal inspiration. That subject- 
less verb, “saith” (rendered, “I 
saith’) that nominative, the 
“Scripture saith,” that personal 
subject, “He” (“He saith’), that 
identification of God with the 
“Scripture,” (‘the Scripture fore- 
seeing,” giving to it eyes, mouth 
and foreknowledge, as a living 
organism equal with God), that 
recognition of the human writer 
as “Moses saith,” “David saith,” 
“Isaiah saith,” is a divinely gov- 
erned authorship; therefore it is 
all one to say, ‘Moses saith,” “‘it 
saith,” “the Scripture saith,” “He 
saith,” since in all it is “God 
saith’—all this proves the “high 
place,” the estimate and concep- 
tion which Christ, His apostles, 
and the whole Jewish and Chris- 


tian church, had of the “Scrip- 
tures.” 
All believed that they are a 


God-breathed, oracular Book cre- 
ated by the Breath of God—a ver- 
bally inspired Book, whose 
“words” were the “Words of God,”’ 
infallible, authoritative, final, the 
court of last appeal, the very “Ut- 
terance” and “Voice” of God, who 
spoke in time past in the prophets, 
and who has spoken to us in these 
last days in His Son—‘words”’ 
commanded to be written in the 
days of Moses and commanded to 
be written in the apostles’ days— 
the Spirit promised “to guide,” to 
permit no lapse of “‘remembrance,”’ 
and to “reveal” the future. 


Such form of citation, quotation, 
reference, and allusion to the Old 
Testament came from the concep- 
tion of the Scriptures as the verb- 
ally inspired Book of God. It was 
by means of this specific and cus- 
tomary formula of quotation 
Christ and His apostles made 
known to the church their exalted 
estimate of the “Volume of the 
Book.” On this ground alone arose 
all the high attributes ascribed to 
it—its divine origin, sanctity, sub- 
limity, infallibility, authority and 
sufficiency for mankind. 

This uniform emphasis of the 
Scriptures as the product of the 
“Breath of God,’ not mere “hu- 
man literature,” as the critics 
would have it, nor a “human ele- 
ment” uncontrolled by the divine, 
nor the miserable excuse of “word- 
less thoughts,” the thoughts “in- 
spired,”’ but the “words_not’—is 
characteristic of the treatment 
the Old Testament Scriptures ev- 
erywhere receive in the New 
Testament. On no other view than 
that of verbal inspiration could 
such a manner of quotation, 
whether strict or free, have aris- 
en. It is as the “Creation” and the 
“Oracles” of God they are re- 
ferred to. On this their authority, 
holiness, perfection and perpetuity 
rest. And as to the “authorship” 
of the “Books” of Scripture, the 
citation of different texts existing 
in different “Books,” render the 
names of different human authors, 
as “Moses saith,” ‘David saith,” 
“Isaiah saith,” is proof that the 
authors of the texts are the au- 
thors of the “Books” ir? which they 
are found, and which bear their 
name. Only “Higher Critics” could 
dispute this. 

The Bible plainly teaches that 
its words are inspired, and that 
it is the Word of God. Let us 
examine into this matter a little. 
by considering briefly three kinds 
of evidence, viz.: First, Direct 
testimony; Second, Inferential 
testimony; Third, Resultant testi- 
mony. 


Direct Testimony of the Bible 
to Its Verbal Inspiration 


First. Let us note the Dvwrect 
Testimony of the Bible to the fact 
of verbal inspiration. 


“And Moses said unto the Lord, 
I am not eloquent [a man of 
words|, neither heretofore, nor 
since thou hast spoken unto thy 
servant: but I am slow of speech, 
and of a slow tongue. And the 
Lord said unto him, Who hath 
made man’s mouth? Now 
therefore go, and I will be with 
thy mouth, and teach thee what 
thou shalt speak’’—Exod. 4:10-12. 

“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write thou these words: for after 
the tenor of these words I have 
made a covenant with thee and 
with Israel’—Exod. 34:27. 


“And he said, Hear now my 
words: If there be a_ prophet 
among you, I the Lord will make 
myself known unto him in a vision, 


and will speak unto him in a 
dream . . With him | Moses) 
will I speak mouth to mouth, even 
apparently, and not in dark 
speeches; and the similtude of the 
Lord shall he behold’’—Num.

And so the Bible uniformly 


teaches the doctrine of verbal in- 
spiration. It is the Word of God. 
This is the invariable testimony 
of the Book itself. It never, in a 
instance, says that the 
thoughts of the writers were in- 
spired; or, that these writers had 
a “Concept.” The Scriptures are 
called “the oracles of God” (Rom. 
3:2): “the word of God” (Luke 
8:11): “the word of the Lord” 
(Acts 13:48); “the word of life” 
(Phil. 2:16); “the word of Christ” 
(Col. 3:16); “the word of truth” 
(Eph. 1:13); “the word of faith’ 
(Rom. 10:8). And, by these and 
similar statements, do they de- 
clare, more than two thousand 
times, that the Bible is the Word 
of God—that the words are God- 


Perfect Authority and 
Inspiration 

Second. What of the Inferential 
Testimony to the fact of verbal 
inspiration? I mean by Inferential 
Testimony that which is assumed 
by the Bible, and the 
implication belonging to many of 
its statements. 

The Bible

in its pages. This of itself woulé 
not signify a great deal though 
unique, were it not for the strik- 
ing and significant results of such 
submission; but, the natural in- 
ference of such assumption is, that 
the words of demand and com- 
mand are from God. 


A great many statements of the 
Bible plainly indicate that the 
words are inspired. The following 
are a few instances: “Forever, O 
Lord, thy word is settled in heav- 
en” (Ps. 119:89). This is charac- 
teristic of the entire Psalm. ‘The 
words of the Lord are pure words” 
(Ps. 12:6). “Is not my word like 
as a fire? saith the Lord; and like 
a hammer that breaketh the rock 
in pieces?” (Jer. 23:29). “The 
word of our God shall stand for- 
ever” (Isa. 40:8); and so on, al- 
most ad infinitum. Everywhere in 
the sacred record you find this 
same suggestion of divine author- 
ship. Jesus and the apostles al- 
ways recognized it, and gave it 
prominence and emphasis. Its im- 
portance and value should not be 
underestimated.

It is said: “The Lord God 
formed man of the dust of the 
ground, and breathed into his nos- : 
trils the breath of life; and man 
became a living soul’ (Gen. 2:7). : 
Elihu said, “The Spirit of God : 
hath made me, and the breath of 
the Almighty hath given nt life” 

(Job 33:4). 

Now, then, the very same Al|- 
mighty power that gave life to 
Adam and Elihu, and which made 
the “heavens ... and all the host 
of them,” is, in some mysterious 
sense, in the words of the Sacred | 
Record. Therefore are we told: 
“For the word of God is quick 
and powerful, and sharper than 
any twoedged sword, piercing ev- 
en to the dividing asunder of soul 
and spirit, and of the joints and 
marrow, and is a discerner of the : 
thoughts and intents of the heart” 

(Heb. 4:12). What results wil] fol- 
low believing the Word and sub- 
mission to its requirements? 

1. It will wmopart spiritual life 
and save the soul. “Receive with : 
meekness the engrafted word. 
which is able to save your souls” 
(Jas. 1:21). “Being born again, 
not of corruptible seed, but of in-

As a good seed contains the 
germ of life, so that when cast 
into the soil of earth at the prop- 
er season, under the influence of 
sunshine and showers, it germi- 
nates and springs up to reproduce 
itself in kind; even so the words 
of the Bible, if received into the 
mind and heart to be believed and 
obeyed, germinate, and spiritual 
life is the result, reproducing its 
kind; and that believing soul is 
made partaker of the divine na- 
ture (II Pet. 1:4). “He is a new 
creature | creation]: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things 
are become new” (II Cor.

The power and life of the Al-

Summing Up What We Be- 
lieve About the Bible 
This, then. is the sum of our 
contention: The Bible is made up 
of writings’, and these are com- 
posed of words. The words are in- 
spired—-God-breathed. Therefore 
is the Bible inspired—is God’s 

Word. 

This ts plainly seen, first, in the 
uniform declaration of the Book. 
All the Old Testament prophets, 
Jesus our Lord, al! the New Testa- 
ment writers. hear the same testi- 
mony concerning this transcend-

The attitude of Jesus toward the 
Old Testament and His utterances 
confirm beyond question our con- 
tention, He had the very same 
Old Testament we have today. He 
believed it to be the Word of God, 
and proclaimed it as such. He said, 
“One jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled” (Matt. 5:18). In thwart- 
ing the tempter He said: “It is 
written! it is written! it is writ- 
ten!” In confounding the Jews, 
He said: “If ye believed Moses ye 
would believe me; for he wrote 
of me.” He never criticized the 
Scriptures, but always appealed to 
them as His Father’s words, au- 
thoritative and final. 

Jesus is the life and the light of 
man, The same is true of the 
Scriptures. Jesus said““The words 
that I speak unto you, they are 
spirit, and they are life.” 

The Psalmist said, “Thy word is 
a lamp unto my feet, and a light 
unto my path” (Ps. 119:105). 

In an inexplicable way Jesus 
is identified with the Word. “The 
Word was God... and the Word 
became flesh.” And when the vic- 
tories of the Gospel shall have 
been finally accomplished, and Je- 
sus shall assert His regal rights, 
His name is called, “the Word of 
God.” (See Rev. 19:11, 13.) 

Second. The Bible assumes to be 
God’s Word by its imperious de- 
mands. Who but God has a right 
to require of men what the Bible 
does ? 

Third. The Bible has fulfilled all 
its claims and promises. The mar- 
velous, far-reaching results of pro- 
claiming and believing it, demons- 
trably prove its supernatural ori- 
gin and character. 


Objections, Difficulties Do Not 
Change the Fact That His- 
toric Christianity Must 
Claim An Infallible 
Bible, God’s Word 


That there are difficulties, I 


well enough know. But many dif- 
ficulties have disappeared as a re- 
sult of patient, reverent, scholar- 
ly research; and without doubt 
others will soon go the same way. 
So, while I bid the scholars and 
reverent critics God-speed in their 
noble work, with the late learned 
Bishop Ryle I say: 

“Give me the plenary verbal 
theory with all its difficulties, 
rather than the doubt. I accept 
the difficulties, and humbly wait 
for their solution; but while I wait 
I am standing on a rock.” 


Let this, then, be our attitude, 
to tell it out to the wide world 
that the blessed Bible, the “Holy 
Scriptures” of both Testaments, 
are the product of the “breath of 
God,’ who made Heaven and 
earth, and “breathed” into man 
His soul; the product of that di- 
vine “breath” that regenerates, 
that illuminates and sanctifies the 
soul; “God-breathed Scriptures, 
whose “words” are the “words of 
God.” Tell it to the church and 
her seminaries, universities and 
colleges, from her pulpits, Sun- 
day schools and Bible classes, and 
sound it in every convention, con- 
ference and assembly that her con- 
ception and estimate of the Scrip- 
tures must be no lower and no 
less than were the high concep- 
tion and estimate of the “Volume 
of the Book” by our Lord and His 
apostles; that what they regarded 
as the “breath of God,” she must 
so regard in opposition to every 
breath of man that dares to 
breathe otherwise. 

Say with the immortal Athan- 
asius. who knew how to read 
Greek better than the “drift of 
scholarly opinion” “in our time” 

“O my child, not only the an- 
cient, but the new Scriptures are 
God-breathed, as Paul saith, ‘Ev- 
ery Scripture is God-breathed.’” 

Say to the rising miunistry, 
“Speak as the Oracles of God 
speak”—the words that “God 
hath spoken,” the words that 
Christ has written. But at least, as 
decent as Balaam! ‘“Whatsoever 
he saith unto you, do”; and what- 
soever He saith unto you, say. 

Tell it to every reader and hear- 
er of the Word, that what ‘Moses

I leave this afternoon, God will- 
ing, at 4:00 p. m. from O’Hare 
Field, Chicago. I fly to Idlewild 
International Airport in New York 
City, and there I catch the British 
Overseas Airline for London. At 
London, with an hour or so inter- 
mission, I change to another plane 
and fly to Rome, Beirut, and Bom- 
bay. I am expected to arrive at 
Bombay Friday morning 5:30 a. m. 
However, that is only 6:00 Thurs- 
day evening our time. So the flight 
with stops will take twenty-six 
hours, but there is eleven and a 
half hour’s difference between 
Chicago and Bombay. 


I have had to take three shots 
to inoculate against typhoid and 
paratyphoid, a shot to inoculate 
against typhus, a new vaccination, 
and intended to go to Chicago to 
take a shot to inoculate against 
yellow fever, as the passport office 


advised, but could not make it. 
I am taking pills that the mis- 
sionaries advised I should take 


to protect me against malaria, and 
on leaving I start another course 
of medicine to protect against 
dysentery from infected food. 


For these two weeks back at 
home I have been under very 
heavy pressure getting the work 
done, but I believe the Lord is 
with me and I trust He will give 
great blessings in India.

a right to control the consciences 
and the actions of Catholics. Even 
in the midst of the Presidential 
campaign, in the West Indies, 
Catholic bishops came out boldly 
and commanded Catholics not to 
vote for a certain party and its 
candidate, but to vote a certain 
way. And these bishops were 
trained in America, and spoke for 
the Catholic Church. The differ- 
ence was that they were in coun- 
tries with a Catholic - majority, 
and exercised boldly what Catho- 
lic bishops everywhere hoped to 
practice elsewhere when Catholics 
gain the majority.

pressed in official documents, re- 
peated by Catholic newspapers 
and pastoral letters, that the 
Catholic Church ought to be ac- 
cepted as the one true Church, 
and that where the Catholic 
Church can gain control of the 
government, it ought to limit the 
right of other groups to publish 
their religion and to teach their 
doctrines, and particularly prohibit 
any effort to win Catholics to 
Christ. So the official position, 
enforced wherever they can obtain 
a majority, is that the government 
ought to support Catholic schools 
and Catholic Churches. 

Now Senator Kennedy in his 
campaign has openly repudiated 
that age-long Catholic position. He 
has insisted that he will not be 
for government aid to parochial 
schools. He has plainly promised 
he will not send an ambassador 
or envoy to the Vatican. He has 
given solemn promise that he will 
not tolerate any interference of 
the hierarchy with his duties as 


President, but that he will follow 
his own best judgment. He has 
promised that if there comes a 


conflict between his 
Catholic and his duty

can citizen, he would resign the 
Presidency. 

Was Senator Kennedy sincere 
in these statements? I think he 


was, in the main. I think also that 
it was intended = as_ political 
propaganda.

2. Great Good Was Done by

against a Catholic President. 
There are always some radicals on 
any great moral issue. But in the 
main, it is fair to say that it 
was proper and legitimate to 
bring up the issues involved in 
the election of a Catholic to the 
Presidency. To cry out “biogtry” 
because we call attention to the 
aims of the Catholic hierarchy to 
control America and to side-step 
our principle of the separation of 
church and state—to call that 
bigotry is silly. It is insincere 
political propaganda. It is no more 
bigotry for me to vote against a 
Catholic for President, because he 
is Catholic, than it is for a Catho- 
lic to vote for him for President 
because he is a Catholic. It is no 
more bigotry for me to show 
why certain principles are involved 
that make it dangerous, in my 
judgment, for the Catholic hier- 
archy to have a stronger foothold 
in government, than it is bigotry 
for the Catholics to invite other 
Catholics to support the Catholic 
candidate, seeking to strengthen 
the hold of their beloved church. 


|The issue as to whether a Catho- 


lic hierarchy shall unduly influ- 
ence a government is just as per- 
tinent as whether a paid lobby 
from big business or a paid lobby 
from socialistic organized labor or 
the maneuvering of big city, cor- 
rupt, political machines, voting 
thousands of nonexistent voters, 
as was the case in Chicago and 
destroying the ballots of thou- 
sands of other legitimate voters 
according to reports in the 
Chicago Tribune, is pertinent, I 
say, it is not bigotry to consider 
the influence on American life 
and politics of the Catholic hier- 
archy seeking to gain control or 
to gain undue power and influence 
in the government, any more than 
it would be bigotry to search out 
other influences which might not 
be proper and good to control or 
influence the government. If it 
would be proper to find out if 
Fidel Castro of Cuba had some 
hope to gain by the election of 
a certain American man as Presi- 
dent; if it would be proper to 
find out if communist Russia 
hoped to gain something by the 
election of a certain man as Presi- 
dent (as Khrushchey said he hoped 
to gain by the election of Ken- 
nedy), then it is obviously proper 
to investigate the possibility and 
the danger of undue influence of 
the Catholic hierarchy in Ameri- 
can politics and government. The

It is not bigotry to say so 
and we have said so. 

I believe that great good was 
done by bringing this issue to 
light. 

First, there will be now more 
preaching and teaching on the 
false dogmas of the Catholic 
Church, which are contrary to his- 
toric Christianity. The worship of 
Mary, the turning over to the 
priest and the church the power 
to forgive sins, the denial of in- 
dividual salvation by personal 
faith in Christ as Saviour, the 
dangerously immoral influence of 
a celibate priesthood probing into 
lives of women in the confessional 
—these are legitimate subjects 
that ought to be discussed sensibly 
and scripturally by gospel preach- 
ers and editors. 

Again, Senator Kennedy won 
the Presidential election by such 
a small majority that now he can- 
not feel that he has a mandate 
from the people to carry out that 
socialistic and spendthrift New 
Deal program of the Democratic 
platform. He certainly must know 
that he will need to give an ac- 
count to almost exactly half of 
the population who did not agree 
with his plans and program for 
America. If he had been elected 
by a landslide, we can be certain 


that he would have been much 
more vigorous in trying to carry 
out his radical, spendthrift, infla- 
tionary, give-away programs and 
his increase of socialism in govern- 
ment. 

We can also be sure that be- 
cause the strong issue was raised 
about the danger of having a 
Catholic in the White House, that 
he will now watch carefully not 
to offend. He will be afraid to 
obviously favor the Catholic 
Church. He will know that the 
issue will abide in the minds of 
the people and that they will cer- 
tainly notice any obvious favor- 
itism and any obvious power given 
to the Catholic Church, and not 
permitted or allowed by our Con- 
stitution. 


Ill. But We Protestants and 
Americans Must Still Be on 
Guard Against Catholic 
Domination in the 
Government 


I have said that I do not be- 
lieve that Kennedy will intend, at 
least for the present, to use his 
powers as President to bring about 
any radical change in the matter 
of American relationship. of 
church and state. No, I believe 
that our immediate danger is more 
from socialistic give-away pro- 
grams and interference in the 
lives of the people, higher taxa- 
tion, and inflation, than immedi- 
ately in the matter of Catholic 
influence. I believe that Walter 
Reuther, trained in Moscow, 
trained on the prineiples of Karl 
Marx, is more dangerous to the 
welfare of America than any single 


Catholic at present. 


1. We Should Constantly 
—s Any Connection of 
Roman Church and 
Our Government 
However, we will need still to 
be on guard. For one thing, Catho- 
lic nuns in nuns’ robes still teach 
in public schools in several states 
in the United States. They re- 
ceive salaries, and these salaries 
are turned over to the Church. 
They are tax free, since these nuns 
do not pay income tax. It is foolish 
to suppose that a nun in a nun’s 
robe, and having taken the vows 


of a nun, would not influence Hery 


pupils for the Catholi¢ Church. I 
do not especially blame a nun 
that she may think that the Catho- 
lic Church is the only true Church 
and may think that confession 
to a priest is the only way to have 
sins forgiven, and prayers to Mary 
are appropriate. But I do not want 


}such a teacher in public schools 


officially teaching children in 
favor of the Catholic religion. 
In a good many places public 


school buses are used to take 
Catholic children to parochial 
schools. 


In many areas it is a custom 
that government property may be 
turned over to Catholics for a 
hospital or even for a church, as 
in Philadelphia, at less than cost, 
for a nominal sum. In many areas 
there is favoritism tax-wise for 
Catholic churches over Protestant 
churches. 


2. Preachers and Christians 
Must Insist on Freedom 
of Speech 
The greatest danger, I think, 
is more subtle. There will be a 
constant tendency to call anybody 


bigoted who preaches about the 
aims of the Catholic hierarchy 
or who preaches against the man- 
made doctrines wholly unknown 
in the Bible, but propagated by 
Rome. For me to preach that 
Mary was not immaculately con- 
ceived, or that she was not taken 
bodily to Heaven, or that it is 
forbidden in the Bible for people 
to pray to Mary, will not be al- 
lowed on many radio stations or 
in many public auditoriums, nor 
taught in paid ads in many news- 

pers. To teach that priests have 

} power on earth to forgive sins, 
and that the pay for mass to get 
people out of purgatory is un- 
scriptural and fruitless.wéll not be 
allowed on some radio stations 
and in some public auditoriums 
now that Catholics are thought 
to be more in favor and now that 
there has been a big cry of “bigo- 
try” for anybody who brings up 
an expose of heresy among Catho- 
lics. Here, then, every preacher 
must be wise but stand by his 
convictions. He must. preach the 
truth so widely and so backed up 
by Scriptures that everywhere 
people will be on guard against 
the soul-destroying heresies that 
lead millions away from Christ 
and salvation into eternal dark- 
ness. Yes, we must still be on 
guard and we must carry on the 
fight against false doctrine and 
against the public and political 
influence of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy. 


8. We Should Not Cause Hate 
for Catholics 
Let me say here a plain and 
careful word. I think good Chris- 
tians should not spread that bogus 
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Oath claimed to be a “fourth de- 
gree Knight of Columbus’ Oath.” 
I believe it has been well proven 
that that is not an oath of the 
Knights of Columbus. I do not be- 
lieve that lay Catholics every- 
where are pledged to kill Protes- 
tants and that they only wait 
instructions from the pope or their 
priest to set out to poison, or 
knife or shoot Protestants, to burn 
their homes and churches. I be- 
lieve that kind of extreme teach- 
ing is not only not true, but it 
dishonors Christ, it arouses hate 
for Catholics as such, and it mis- 
represents the honest, clear, 
scriptural Protestant position. 


On the other hand, I think we 
had as well face it that the Catho- 
lie hierarchy itself, the priesthood 
heading up in the pope at Rome 
would persecute, if they thought 
they could gain control in America 
by it, as they have done in France, 
Spain, Italy, England, and else- 
where in Europe and as they do 
now in Latin American countries. 
The murder of hundreds of mis- 
sionaries and native Christians in 
Colombia, Peru, Mexico, and other 
Latin American countries in the 
last ten or twenty years is proof 
that priest-led mobs do kill Protes- 
tants where ignorance and super- 
stition, that go with the Church 
of Rome’s dominance, hold sway. 
But the aims of the official hier- 
archy and the aims of ignorant 
and nominal Catholic lay people 
are not the same. A multitude of 
Catholics are good Americans. 
They love America. Many of them 
do not know the official position 
of the Church of Rome, and many 
who know it do not agree with it. 
I think that perhaps the average 
Catholic does not know what it 
means to be born again. I think 
that he ought not to be judged 
by the standards of well-instructed 
Christians. But I think that 
Catholics are as good as other 
unsaved people, and they are often 
better than others because they 


believe there is a God and a 
hereafter and that one is account- 
able for sin. We ought not to 


arouse hatred for Catholics. 

I think we might say that 
Catholics have somewhat brought 
these extremes of denunciation on 
themselves. The murder of millions 
of innocent people, the official ex- 
cuses for the killing of fifty thou- 
sand or a hundred thousand in 
the St. .Bartholomew massacre, 
the excuses for the Spanish 
Inquisition, and the fact that the 
church does not put a stop to 
the persecution and murder of 
Protestant Christians and mission- 
aries in Latin American countries 

all these lead common people 
to think that Catholics might do 
the same thing in America. I do 
not believe that common Catholics 
intend to do anything of the sort. 
I do not believe they are pledged 
to do it. I do not believe that 


many of them in America would 
follow the leadership of priests 
in this matter. Some would, and 
have. 

5o I am for loving Catholics, 


for preaching the truth to them. 
And I think that to arouse hate 
for any people as a group is wrong. 

Now we have a Catholic Presi- 
dent. God bless him and make him 
a good President! And oh, would 
it not be blessed that if, in his 
contact with Protestants and in 
his serious seeking for divine help 
in the problems of the Presidency, 
Mr. Kennedy should find Christ as 
his-own personal Saviour, and love 
Him and trust Him? Let us pray 
to that end. 


May God bless our Catholic 
President and may God bless 
America! 


Good citizenship means that. we 
are to honor and pray for our 
President. It means also that we 
are to do our duty to safeguard our 
government from hurtful change, 
from radicalism and spendthrift 
philosophy, and from Karl Marx 
socialism. There is great need for 
good Christian citizens in Ameri- 
ca today and preachers ought to 
lead in teaching what is right on 
moral principles. 

I do not think it wise for 
preachers to take dctive part in 
every kind of local politics. And I 
think only where moral and re- 
ligious problems are involved, per- 
haps that a preacher ought to 
take a very active part in politics, 
All of us ought to vote regularly 
and we ought to take sides when 
a moral issue comes up and we 
ought to teach always the truth 
of the Word of God and try to 
be good Christians and good 
citizens,
